A ny man who lives a long while in a large .American city, may 
easily forget that the Unitctl States today is still funda¬ 
mentally a farmers’ omiitry. 

The city population is indeed increasing more rapidly 
than the agricultural population. The latter, however, is still half of 
the entire |xi]mtation and is absohilelv growing. 

In every decailc 500.000 or 600,000 new farmers are added. And 
since the process of ilividing up large tracts of land into farms will 
continue tor a long time in the South, and, moretiver, many lliou- 
samls of new fanus can be made by the irrigation of waste lanils. and 
finally the ckaiigg from extensive to intensive agriculture must take 
place slowly but surely, it may be readily seen that the numlier of 
farmers in the United Stales can certainly be quadnipled even as things 
now appear. 

• • • 

This is a political fact of the first magnitude, with which the wage- 
workers will have to reckon. 

While the middle class in the cities is being driven out by the 
big capitalists, and its importance is steadily diminishing, there is a 
growing and independent mitldle class in the country—the farmers. 
This class cannot become proletarian and will not be driven out by 
the big capitalists. 

It is not an industrially retrogressive class, as is generally the 
peasantry of EurO)>e. 

Our farmer class works with machinery and other modern im¬ 
provements. 

Our farmers do not stick to old customs like the European peas¬ 
ant. but readily take up with new ways, read newspapers and books, 
and arc intellectually much quicker than the Euroixan peasantry. 

• • * 

The American farmer controls the political power locally, and 
in most Western and fsouthern states he also controls the state govern¬ 
ment. Tlie farmers send the ruling majority of repre.scntatives to con¬ 
gress. The big capitalists may control or buy up a state legislature, 
but even thi.s cannot be done in order to make laws unfavorable to the 
farmers. 

Tliis may be one of the reasons why tlie big capitalists cannot con¬ 
trol the agriailture of the country. The farmers would not stand 
for it and they are well able to prevent it. 

* » * 

The tlieory that agriculture will undergo the same concentration 
of property that industry has undergone, met a decideil setback in 
the fact that the so-called "bonanza farms" in the Northwest and in 
California are disapiiearing. They failed from an economic stand¬ 
point, an<l are now mostly broken up. Otherwise tliis would prqbalily 
have been done forcibly through politics, proliably bv taxation. 'The 
farmers certainly would not have permitted them to. exist. 

There remain only the big cattle ranches, but their hour will 
strike as scon as land becomes nxire valuable. 

(;)ne can permit himself to hold five or ten acres as pasture for 
one cow, as long as an acre costs only 50 cents. When iO* worth $50, 
tlw cattle ranch naturally disappears of itself. 

* * * 

Nor can the American farmer be tume<l into a tenant. Not while 

he ha.s the ^lot. -- . , 

Apparently in contradiction of this is the fact that the number of 
tenant urmers has increased in this country during the last ao vMrs. 
But they have increased only in t'ne South. The tenants arc chiefly 
DcgToes and former wage-workers. With them it is not a process of 
■inking, but of rising. 

But in the "free" states the establishment of the tenant system is 
Impossible^ The exemption lartvs prevent this. 

Scarcely an)*thing can be gotten out of a tenant. By these laws 
he is secured in an amount of property worth from $300 to ?i,SOO. 
Acoerding to the usual mode of appraisal, this means at least twice as 
much. Thus there is practically nothing to take. The tenant as a rule 
will exhaust the &nn and then leave. 

Or, with his earnings, he will buy a farm of "new land,” which 
he can get at a low mce. From $5 to $10 an acre will still buy 
limd in manv states. Indeed, even foreclosures for mortgages or 
otiicr debts make a poor return, as many capitalists in the East have 
experienced in Kansas and other states. There are ways of getting 
the best of the “Eastern money sharks," and in the ccnmtry districts 
everybody hamgs together for that purpose. 

* • • 

In short, the independent American farmer, so far as we can sm, 
is a fixture, and the wage-working class must surely reckon with him 
when it steps into the political field. 

To make him an enemy would be a serious blunder for thd" 
American workingmen. 

But this is unnecessary. 

Between the city proletariat and the class of independent farmers 
there are points of disajpeement. Rut these are not nearly as great as 
between the farmers and the big capitalists on matters of trade and 
finance. 

Our differences can be overcome. The farmer and the wage- , 
worker arc both producers. The farmer is usually a worker himself, 
as a nde he is a self-exploiter. 

The farmer iloes not live principally on the exploitation of the 
labor of others. And tlie profits of agriculture grow very slowly in 
America. 

The farmer has wiiat be has through his own labor, and usually 
be does not have too much.

But the Interna¬ 
tional Harvester Trust is moiKipoUzing that business and charging ex¬ 
cessive prices. 

The fanner must Aort and market hia produce. But the Eleva¬ 
tor Trust over-charges for storey, the Railway Trust over-charges 
for transportation—at least ten tiroes what it costs—and the Heat 
Trust takes all the profit on cattle laising. 

Tlic farmer must have clothes, sugar, oil, nails, wire, hunber. 
etc. But every one of these is controlled Iw a trust and every one of 
them compels the "horny-handed son of toil" to "divide np' so as to 
make more profit for the trust. 

No wonder the farmer works hard and gets but little to show for 
it. No wonder his wife is a slave and his children often driven to 
work in the fields and deniqd opportunity for education.
